The Natural Resources Tntelli« 
gence Branch of the Departnient 
of the Interior has published = a 
map showing the leading natural 
resources of @ach province. .

It is hoped that these and other considérations will 
jimpel the minister and his associates in the provincial government to 
make such use of the institute as will result in. the largest possible 
educational benefits to the youth of this section of Alberta, 


THE FARMERS’ 
OUTLOOK é 

Official§ of agricultural departments in the various governments 
of the country have been examining conditions that aflect agricul- 
ture. The effect of conditions prevailing inthe past year have been 
painfully apparent. The farmer has had.to sell at per-war prices and 
buy at post-war prices. His product has brought in many cases less 
than its cost, while for nearly all that he needs he has had to pay 
on the basis of war-timei inflation. Agriculture being the basic in- 
dusty, this coridition cannot continue without injuring all other in- 
dustries and other classes besides farmers. Mr F. HH. Auld, deputy 
minister of agriculture for Saskatchewan, having closely followed the 
trend ofagricultural ‘tendencies, is convinced that “the outlook for 
1922 is a decided improvement over 1921, 

His opinion is that the western farmer is in difficulties not so much 
owing to crop failure or the low price of wheat, although these have 
been important contributory forces, as to the fact that “in-his de- 
flation experiences the farmer has not had enough company.” He 
will have more company in 1922 

Deflation affected manufacturers and wholesalers first; Tt took 
some time to reach.the retailers, and in some classes of business it 
has not’ yet touched retailers as much as it will. In other lines im-

Motor-Driven Road Roller 


Starts With Petro! and Then Runs on.

The use of steam for driving road 
rollers has been the universal ‘practice 
for so long that the change to the in- 
ternal combustion engine strikes one 
with a peculfar degree of surprise. An 
oll-driven road roller has, however, so 
many advantages in countries where 
coal and coke are scarce that its de- 
velopment might have been confident- 
ly expected. .

A sin- 
gle lever effects all speed changes 
giving three speeds—two and a half, 
one and one-half miles per hour—for- 
ward or backward. Ample power is 
afforded’ for till climbing as the en- 
gine runs at full speed when the roll- 
er is going at its lowest speed.
